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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1 -32,75-84 drawn to an anchor having lateral arms for an 
intraluminal stent-graft, classified in class 623, subclass 1.35. 

II. Claims 33-44, drawn to a method of making a double walled anchor using 
a mandrel, classified in class 264, subclass 635. 

III. Claims 45-58, drawn to a method of forming an anchor for a stent-graft 
using the patient's geometry to form a mold by imaging, classified in class 
600, subclass 410. 

IV. Claims 59-74, drawn to a method of implanting or deploying a double 
walled anchor using a catheter and fixation media, classified in class 623, 
subclass 1.11. 

V. Claims 85-90, drawn to an inflatable balloon, classified in class 606, 
subclass 192. 

VI. Claims 91-97, drawn to a delivery catheter comprising a guide wire, a fluid 
lumen and a balloon inflation lumen, classified in class 606, subclass 192. 



The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II, III are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the 
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process as claimed can be used to make another and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the product as claimed can be made by another 
process not using a mandrel, such as with molding apparatus. Additionally, the product 
could be made avoiding the use of the patient's anatomical dimensions and just by 
creating standard sizes that can be provided in a kit including an assortment of various 
sizes such that the surgeon can choose from when using in a surgical procedure. 

Inventions I and IV, V are related as product and process of use. The inventions 
can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product. See MPEP § 806.05(h). In the instant case the product 
as claimed can be used in a different procedure that does not use a catheter or balloon 
to implant the device but is surgically placed in a patient by hand and the void in the 
anchor device could be filled with saline as opposed to fixation media. 

Inventions V and IV, VI are related as product and process of use. The 
inventions can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) 
the process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product. See MPEP § 806.05(h). In the instant case the method 
of delivering the anchor to a patient's lumen does not require a balloon catheter to be 
used, but could be performed with a mechanically expanding dilating catheter. 
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Additionally the catheter system of Group VI does not have to be used in the method of 
Group IV, since the device could be delivered without a guide wire. 

Inventions I and VI are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions 
in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and 
(2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the central or primary conduit 
does not require an outer wall outboard from the inner wall. The subcombination has 
separate utility such as being used as a nasal dilator. 

Inventions II and III are directed to related to two different processes of making 
an anchor. The related inventions are distinct if the inventions as claimed do not overlap 
in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; the inventions as claimed are not obvious variants; 
and the inventions as claimed are either not capable of use together or can have a 
materially different design, mode of operation, function, or effect. See MPEP § 
806.05(j). In the instant case, both use different steps and apparatus to form the anchor. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different 
classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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A telephone call was made to Bradley Heisler on 6/7/06 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being 
made. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
reserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not 
distinctly and specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the 
election shall be treated as an election without traverse. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the inventions or species are not 
patentably distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of 
record showing the inventions or species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the 
record that this is the case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions 
unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 .17(i).
